The fact has just been brought to 
our notice that a considerable por- 
tion of the expenses of two of the 
delegates sent to Ottawa on railway 
matters in 1888 has been borne by 
themselves. These gentlemen were 
sent down on that important mission 
by the town, and it does not seem 
fair to us that they should have to 
bear any part of the expenses in- 
curred. They received no remune- 
ration, and gave nearly three months 
time in the interests of those who 
sentthem. The town may not be 
legally bound to pay these expenses: 
The Council may say that they only 
promised a certain sum, which was 
paid, and that the delegates should 
not have gone beyond that. They 
object that much of the expenditure 
—such as cab hire—was unneces- 
sary; that the delegates were not 
obligeé to put up at the best hotels, 
and that if they chose to do so the 
town should not be saddled with the 
cost. We think that such a view of 
the matter is wrong. It is well 
known that in Ottawa, especially 
during session time, living as well as 
everything else is very expensive. It 
is also a tact that if a person expects 
to be noticed and obtain an entre 
into Ministerial circles he must put 
on acertain air of importance, and 
in order to do that and “stand in” 
with people of influence and impor- 
tance requires an expenditure of 
money which it would not be neces- 
sary for a person travelling in a 
private capacity to make. We 
should not expect our delegates to 
have tramped around Ottawa on foot 
like an Indian around Prince Albert 
when everybody else were using 
cabs.
